The Nevada Lumber Co.'s Mill. 
A GazeErTE reporter in company 
with H. W. Bragg, drove out yester- 
day to Bragg & Schooling’s new saw 
mill in Long valley. The firm has 
put up a very convenient little mill 
with acapacity of about 15,000 per 
day, in the timber about five miles 
west of Roberts’ farm house on the 
Long valley road.
